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GREEK OSTRACA IN THE HASKELL MUSEUM 



The Greek and other ostraca in the Haskell Oriental Museum, 
as well as those in the Field Museuin, were brought to Chicago 
from Egypt by Mr. Edward E. Ayer, in 1900. Fifteen of the 
Haskell ostraca were published in The American Journal of 
Philology, XXV, 1904, pp. 45-50. These with the ten further 
texts here presented constitute about one-fourth of the Haskell 
Greek collection. The texts that follow are arranged in gen- 
eral in chronological order. They come for the most part from 
Thebes, and belong, with one exception, to the Roman period.
